most nearly perfect food. Five hun 
died years before Christ, Buddha 
lived on milk and other dairy prod 
ucts. "The cows are our friends.” 
he wrote. "They give food, they give 
strength, they likewise give a good 
complexion and happiness.” 
Edison said: "The Almighty knew 
His business when He apportioned 
milk. It's the only balanced ration 
— balanced by the Great Chemist 
who is far away.” 
I rem em ber a story in the pajters 
last year about a Turk, w ho visited 
the United Slates. He was supposed 
to be 168 years old, and a heavy 
milk drinker. 
Another old timer, Nicole Maro, 
was supposed to have been I IO w lieu 
he died. He had eaten nothing hut 
bread and milk during most of his 
life. 
Dr. Stephen Smith was a cen 
tenarlau. He died only nine or ten 
years ago, at the age of one hundred, 
I>r. Snsith was Instrumental in es­ 
tablishing the first Board of Health 
in New York City, in 1866, and he 
was founder of the American Public 
H ealth Association, in 1872. For the 
first seventy years of his long life, 
Dr. Smith is said to have eaten a1 
moat nothing but bread and milk. In 
later life, his diet was more varied, 
but he still depended largely upon 
milk and dairy products. 
.Milk is part of the official ration 
of the United States Army and also 
of the Navy, although these military 
forces generally use the canned 
milks—condensed, 
evaporated 
or 
powdered.
